House Committee at WaBhlngton to 

Give Hearing to Representatives of 

the National Manufacturers' 

Association. 

"Washington, Jan. U. — The big Indus- 
tries of the country and farm organ- 
Is^utlons have Joined In a determined 
drive to procure such relaxation of tho 
Immigration restriction law as will re- 
lieve the present shortage of coiu- 
nion labor. 

With the hacking of tho senators 
anri representatives of tlie leadhig in- 
dustrial abd agricultural statesj a con- 
certed eH'ort will be made to obtain 
legislation at this session of c(mgresa 
which will operate to admit probably 
not less than lOO.tXK) aliens in excess 
of the. number of Immlgrania coming 
In under the 3 per cent quota law. 

The house committee on Immigra- 
tion will give a hearing to a committee 
of the National Mamifacturer.s' aaso- 
clntlon. whlcli will propose Ihroe 
major modlllcatlons of the iiresent re- 
striction law. The plan was worked 
(Hit In consultation with agricultural 
leaders and its essential features were 
approved at tli& recent meeting of the 
American Farm Bureau federation in 
Chicago. 

The recommendations of the manu- 
facturers* committee follow: 

"1. Tliat in llxing the quota of each 
nationality of otherwise adinlsRlble 
aliens Tinder llie present law, due re- 
gard should be given to the ascer- 
tulned annual emigration from the 
United Slates of persons of such na- 
tionality. 

*"2. That the Secretary of labor shall 
be authorised, upon the presentation 
to him of satisfactory evidence of n 
continuing shortage of labor of a par- 
ticular class or type, to admit other- 
wise admlssable aliens in excess of the 
<|uota until In bis Judgment such con- 
dition is Improved. 

"il. That provIsloiiBhilIl bo made for 
physical exan^flH|il|^^allens at 
emUi^^^^^^HBMLi' their 
pusports are 
qulremeiit 
ances of 
satlsfactoi 
made."

The flrat of Jan- 
uary uBhera In a cooperative market- 
ing company worlcing on a good sound 
baalg, and incldentaliy a light to the 
linlBh between progreaslve farm or- 
ganization and capital. 

The guantlot has already been 
thrown down by the dealers in their 
refusal to accept Marketing Company 
milk at some of the plants. The Mar- 
keting Co. has retaliated by ostab- 
llshlng plants of their own. 

Richmond, one Instance, has suc- 
ceeded in forcing tlio local company 
to recede from a 55,000 price put on 
the plant to $3500. Woodworth, after 
the local plant refused to sign up 
■with the Marketing Co. have fixed up 
an old plant, leaving tlie local shipper 
■with two unsigned farmers to deal 
with. 

Antioch will no doubt be in the 
thick of the flght before long and it 
seems deplorable at this time that so 
many of the local farmers ha^-e not 
seen their way clear to sign the now 
Marketing Co. contract. At present 
over half have signed the contract 
and with the balance of tlie outside 
farmers signing up there would be I 
no dlUlcuIty experienced In signing up] 
the local plant. It Is understood that I 
Mr. Broxham has not yet fixed hia ! 
signature to a Marketing Co. contract! 
and probably will" neceasitato the re-' 
fusal of the Marketing Co. to allow] 
the milk to go to his plant until ho 
docs so. 

This flght between the dealers and 
the farmers Is going to make it a 
little inconvenient for some of the 
farmers who have algned the Market- 
ing Co. contract, but with the organiz- 
ation now well in operation and the 
moral support of every right-thinking 
person for betterment of farm Indus- 
tries, there should bo no doubt as to 
the final happy outcome. 

Milk demand Is now on the right 
side of the ledger and it behooves 
every farmer to do his duty In keep- 
ing it 80. Any Increase in supply at 
tills time will do untold damage, and 
probably will bo the undoing of tiio 
present upward movement in process 
In the dairj* interest — Keep surplus 
milk off the market!
